HQW TO TREAT WARTS. 

A Troublesome and Disfiguring Growth 
Might Be Easily Removed. 

When one bag to deal with isolated 
Warts, they must be taken off with a 
scoop. A rather abundant hemorrhage 
follows, which may be arrested by com¬ 
pression or by '‘cauterization. When 
warts exist in large numbers, this is no 
longer .applicable, particularly on ac¬ 
count of the numerous cicatrices that 
follow its employment. In these cases 
the better way is to shrivel the excres¬ 
cences with nitric acid. 

In cases of condyloma -the small tu¬ 
mors may be dnsted With salicylic acid. 
They may also be covered with a plas¬ 
ter containing these substances inTihe 
proportion of from 10 to 20 per cent. 
When the face is studded with a large 
number of these little warts, which of¬ 
ten appear suddenly, cover thennwith a 
piece of flannel with a layer of black 
soap. This is left on the warts for 24 
hours and adheres to the skin, gradually 
becoming detached with the warts. 

Another very good application is the 
following mixture: Flour of sulphur, 
20 parts; glycerin, 50 parts; pure con¬ 
centrated acetic acid, 10 parts. The 
warts are painted with the mixture for 
several days without taking off the first 
layer, and gradually the excrescences dr\> 
up and become detached.' 

How to Make Creamed "Walnuts. 

Put the whites of 2 eggs in a howl, 
then a teaspoonfni of vanilla or lemon ex¬ 
tract to flavor. Mix thoroughly and then 
sift in enough powdered sugar to make 
it stiff enough to mold. Mold in any 
shape, have tbe walnuts ready, and press 
one half on each side of the cream. Put 
in a cool place to harden. Dates may bsji 
treated’ in the same way, and if you 
'melt 2 sqaares of chocolate the creams 
may be dipped ‘into it and become de¬ 
licious chocolate creams. This recipe re¬ 
quires about 2 pounds of powdered sugar. 
I hope I have made this explicit. 

How to Launder Silk Embroidery. 

If silk handkerchiefs and other deli¬ 
cate embroidered articles become soiled 
in working so that it is necessary to 
wash them, this must be very carefully 
accomplished. See that the silk hand¬ 
kerchiefs, scarfs, etc., are washed by 
themselves and not placed with linen 
articles to be laundered, no matter bow 
fine and dainty the articles may be, with 
their delicate embroidery. Soak the silk 
articles in lukewarm water for a couple 
of hours. After soaking squeeze lightly 
with the hands, and if still soiled soak 
in warm water in which a little good 
soap has been . dissolved. If it can be 
avoided do not rub soap on the silk, no* 
matter what the quality. After a second 
washing and rinsing give a third rinsing 
in lukewarm water in which a little 
common salt has been dissolved. The 
salt will help to set the colors in the 
i silk and in the embroidery, giving the 
[ whole a brighter appearance than if 
’ simply rinsed in clear water. Press the 
handkerchiefs with a warm iron before 
they are perfectly dry. 

How to Make Walnut Sandwiches. 

Dse a cupful of the meats of English 
walnuts chopped very fine, mix with 
enough fresh Philadelphia cream cheese 
to make a paste, add a little salt and 
pepper. Spread this mixture on thiq 
pieces of bread, cut into triangular 
| round or diamond shapes or pieces large 
enough’ to roll. To cut thin and roll 
j nicely bread should be one day old. 

How to Compote Kitchen Measures,

How to Glean Marble Mantels, 

Make into a paste small portions of 
ox gall, soap and pipe clay, with a trifle 
J of turpentine. Apply a coating to the 
! marble, and When thoroughly dry rub 
; it off and wash with soft water. Tin's 
mixture will cleanse, without destroy- 
i ing the polish. If much stained, a sec¬ 
ond application may be necessary. 

How to Make Golden Cream Toast: 

Cat bread into even pieces, toast and 
butter the pieces and moisten them wi h 
,hot water. Boil 6 eggs hard. Separate 
the whites from the yolks, chop tbe 
whites and press the yolks through a 
colander or sieve. Make a white sauce, 
using a tablespoonful each of butter and 
flour cooked together, and then add a 
cupful of cream or milk. When it is 
well thickened, add the phopped whites, 
and season with pepper and salt. Spread 
this mixture on the slices of toast, and 
cover the top with the mashed yolks. 
Sprinkle the yolks even over the pieces 
till they look very yellow. Serve very 
hot. 

How to Make Cherry Jelly. 

Melt a quarter of an ounce of gelatin 
in a little warm water, put it into half 
a pint of double cream, and beat the two 
to a froth. Flavor it with noyeau, and 
sweeten it with 3 tablespoonfuls of cas¬ 
tor sugar. Stone some preserved cherries, 
put a little of the jelly into a mold, and 
let it set. Then put a layer of cherries, 
nd some more jelly, until the mold is J 
dill. When set, turn it out carefully, ’ 
and put a ring of cherries round. 

How to Brouze Plaster of Paris Figures. 

Apply a coating of shellac varnish. 
When this Is dry, follow with- another 
joat, in which has been stirred- some 
bronze powder. The latter may be pro- 
tured from a paint store. ; 


MRS. APHRA BEHN. 

A Handsome Woman Was the First Ene- 
lisb Female Novelist, - 

An important figure in tho begin- 
nings of the English novel is Mrs. 
Aphra Behn (1640-1689), whose per- . 
sonal history is quite as interesting 
as any of her stories. Her father, a 
Mr. Johnson, had influence enough 
to get himself appointed lieutenant 
general of Surinam, and he set sail 
for the new’ world, taking his wife 
and obildren with him. Mr. John¬ 
son did not live to see the regions he 
had been sent to rule, hut his wife 
and obildren spent some years in 
the beautiful and romantic scenery 
of Surinam, and there Aphra found 
the materials of her best novel, 
“Oroonokh. ” The 'time had not yet 
come when description of nature 
was a recognized feature in a story, 
hut “Oroonoko” contains one or 
two passages where an attempt is 
made to reveal to the people of Eng- j 
land the beauties of Surinam. These t 
passages have been praised for their, 
“careless and pioturesque power,” 
hut possibly the second epithet is 
less deserved than the first. More¬ 
over, one is bound to say that Mrs. 
Behn’s imagination is apt to enter 
into the record of her experiences. 

When, after her return to Eng¬ 
land, she had the honor of telling 
her adventures to Charles IT, she 
included among the fauna of South 
America snakes of terrific dimen¬ 
sions, hut a certain license has al¬ 
ways been accorded to the retailers 
of snake stories. Her most extraor¬ 
dinary traveler’s tale is her account 
of what she saw' on her voyage from 
Antwerp to England. How many 
among those that go down to the 
sea in ships have seen floating on 
the waves “a four square floor of 
various colored marble,' from which 
ascended rows of fluted and twisted 
pillars, embossed round with climb¬ 
ing vines and flowers, and waving 
streamers, that received an easy mo¬ 
tion in the air, upon the pillars 100 
little Cupids clambering with flut¬ 
tering wings I” Little wonder sure¬ 
ly that, following the disappearance 
of this strange pageant, came a vio¬ 
lent storm and Aphra and her .com¬ 
panions suffered shipwreck. There 
is room for doubting whether Mrs. 
Behn put into any of her stories as 
mneb imagination as adorns the an¬ 
nals of her adventures. For her pe¬ 
culiar claim to attention is that at a 
time when tbe heroic romance was 
in fashion she went for her charac¬ 
ters qnd incidents to real life. When 
she appeared in London after her so¬ 
journ in Surinam, her good looks, 
her ready wit and her lively con¬ 
versation carried society by storm. 
She is described as “a handsome, 
dark girl, with a clear forehead, fine 
eyes, a full and merry mouth, an 
animated though voluptuous counte¬ 
nance and a quick and ready 
tongue. ”—Cornhill Magazine. 

Eskimo Ruins. 

By far the most interesting ruins 
on the coast were those we found 
: near the entrance to Nachvaclc hay. 
It was evident from their appear¬ 
ance that they had never been vis< 
ited by desecrating strangers, and 
even tbe natives disclaimed all 
knowledge of them. 

I. ’ Upon a narrow strip of beach,, at 
the foot of a preoipitous ravine, eut- 
! ting the crest bf the mountainous 
j oliffs which overhang the sea, half 
buried in shingle and weighted 
with a heavy covering of turf and 
moss, are the well preserved remains 
of what was once the residence of a 
populous tribe. 

The main entrance had been form¬ 
ed by setting upon end the lower 
jawbones of a whale. This led into 
a broad passageway, from which 
smaller ones branched at irregular 
intervals, and which terminated at 
the various family apartments or 
habitations. Whales’ bones entered 
largely into the construction of the 
whole, no other material having 
been used for. supports. ■ Naohvack 
is far beyond the northern tree lim¬ 
it of the coast, and these were 
doubtless the best substitute for 
timbers which could be prooured. 
Tbe vertebra of whales had been 
used as stools and for various other 
purposes; the framework of kayaks 
and koroatiks, skin boats and sledg¬ 
es, were of hone and horn; the weap-. 
ons and implements were of stone, 
hone, horn and ivory. Enough of 
these were present to have filled a’ 
ship, but not a scrap of iron or oth¬ 
er metal could be found.

When the sugar is dissolved, 
lay the sliced apple Into the pan with 
it, put ou the lid of the pan and stew it 
slowly together till the fruit is quite 
tender, when itmnsfe be rubbed through 
a sieve. Taste the puree to see if it re-: 
quires further sweetness, then return it 
to a pan,, with a, wineglassfu^-of claret 
and an ounce of best leaf gelatin. Stir 
this all together till the gelatin is 
melted; then pour it into a mold. If yon 
think the wine does Dot color it suf¬ 
ficiently, add a little carmine. . Serve 
plain or with whipped otefub*
